SOme Colliers working in a Cok-Pit at Herfiol about half a 
League from L igc on our Shrove Munday Feb, , * betwixt 7 
and 8 in the morning,one of them peirced a veinc of wa- 
ter, which gufhingin violently drowned one, thole that were 
near the mouth o£ the Pit were drawn out, but tour of them 
being further within laved themlelvesupona little afcent with- 
in the Mm", which has fcvcral Lanes or Allies in it , and were 
ihutinby the water which ltopt their paflage out. 2+ days 
were fpent in drawing off the waterrather to render the mine 
ufer'ul again then out of" any hopes of laving the men: at 
lalt on f'hurjda) March the yth. being the a5thof their con- 
finement, men entred in, found thele 4 alive> and drew them 
out and 1 my i'elf among many others law and examined them 
about thele articular -s: they had not a morfel of Bread with 
them, but hved on the wain of a little Fountain which broke 
out Hythcm: 2 b»nle< of which I caufedto be evaporated to fee if 
it were any thing extraordinary, and found nothing but a 
fcarce perceptible Calx remaining. 
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
